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HISTORY 

In  the  spring  of  1923  Alabama  College  initiated  the 
first  Girls'  Basket  Ball  Tournament  for  Alabama.  The  plan 
was  worked  out  and  put  into  operation  largely  by  Dr.  O. 
C.  Carmichael,  Dean  of  the  College;  Miss  Rebecca  Funk, 
Head  of  the  Physical  Education  Department;  Miss  Minnie 
Sellers,  an  outstanding  Physical  Education  Supervisor  in  the 
state,  and  Mr.  M.  L.  Orr,  Director  of  Training  Schools. 

Twenty-seven  high  school  teams  from  all  parts  of  the 
state  participated  in  the  first  State  Girls'  Tournament  ever 
held  in  Alabama.  At  this  tournament  a  Girls'  Athletic  As- 
sociation was  formed  with  Miss  Minnie  Sellers  as  President. 

For  seven  years,  1923-29,  Alabama  College  was  hostess 
to  the  State  Basket  Ball  Tournament  for  high  school  girls. 
For  the  first  three  years  the  Tournament  was  held  under  the 
auspices  of  the  State  Girls' '  Athletic  Association.  In  1925 
the  Girls'  Athletic  Association  was  merged  with  the  Ala- 
bama High  School  Athletic  Association  and  for  the  next 
four  years  the  Tournament  was  held  under  the  direction  of 
this  latter  body. 

In  the  spring  of  1928  the  Alabama  High  School  Ath- 
letic Association  appointed  a  committee  of  five,  composed 
of  directors  of  health  and  physical  education  for  girls,  to 
prepare  a  comprehensive  program  of  athletics  for  high 
school  girls  which  would  stimulate  interest  in  a  wide  range 
of  activities.  The  outcome  of  this  committee's  work  was 
the  formulation  of  a  state  point  system  for  junior  and  senior 
high  school  girls.  The  point  system  was  given  the  whole- 
hearted approval  of  the  State  Department  of  Education  and 
was  made  a  part  of  the  program  of  the  Division  of  Physical 
and  Health  Education. 

In  the  fall  of  1929  the  State  High  School  Athletic  As- 
sociation decided  to  abolish  the  State  Basket  Ball  Tourna- 
ment for  Girls  and  at  the  same  time  recommended  the 
establishment  of  a  State  Play  Day  for  the  winners  of  school 
and  state  letters  under  the  present  point  system. 

In  April,  1930,  Alabama  College  invited  all  the  girls  who 
had  won  either  school  or  state  letters  under  the  Point  Sys- 
tem to  a  three-day  play  program.  The  response  throughout 
the  state  was  far  beyond  the  expectation  of  everyone.  Four 
hundred  sixteen  girls  from  thirty-seven  different  schools 
all  over  the  state  accepted  the  invitation.  Many  schools 
which  had  never  before  been  able  to  attend  the  Inter-High 
School  Meet  sent  delegations  of  girls  ranging  in  number  from 
one  or  two  up  to  groups  much  larger  than  those  permitted 
in  the  old  tournament.  Thus  more  schools  were  able  to 
participate  and  more  girls  were  able  to  derive  the  benefits 
of  playing  with  girls  from  other  sections  of  the  state.  In 
1931  the  second  State-wide  Play  Day  was  held  at  Monte- 
vallo  with  three  hundred  seventy-eight  girls  representing 


forty-four  schools  attending.  Although  the  number  of  girls 
decreased,  due  to  higher  standards  in  requirements  for 
eligibility,  the  number  of  schools  represented  increased. 
The  latter  is  the  important  element,  as  in  that  way  more 
schools  can  make  contacts  with  each  other. 

In  1932  Alabama  College  again  extends  an  invitation 
to  those  high  school  girls  who  have  won  the  required  num- 
ber of  points,  to  come  for  the  third  annual  State-wide  Play 
Day,  which  will  be  held  in  connection  with  the  Inter-High 
School  Meet. 

In  the  fall  of  1923,  it  was  decided  to  extend  the  contest 
idea  beyond  the  basket  ball  to  other  fields  of  high  school 
activity.  The  high  schools  were  accordingly  invited  to  send 
exhibits  of  their  work  in  clothing  (Home  Economics  Depart- 
ment) and  in  Art.  At  the  same  time,  students  taking  ex- 
pression in  the  high  schools  were  invited  to  compete  in  a 
State  Declamation  Contest.  There  were  twelve  high  schools 
who  sent  exhibits  in  Home  Economics  and  seven  in  Art, 
while  sixteen  schools  sent  two  representatives  each  for 
declamation. 

In  1925  a  contest  in  music  was  added.  This  embraced 
piano,  voice,  and  violin.  In  addition  to  the  fourteen  schools 
taking  part  in  the  Declamation  Contests  in  1925,  fourteen 
sent  Home  Economics  exhibits,  eight  were  represented  by 
Art  Exhibits,  and  fourteen  sent  representatives  to  take  part 
in  the  music  contests.  Twenty  teams  played  in  the  tourna- 
ment. 

In  1926,  seventeen  schools  were  represented  in  music; 
seventeen  schools  entered  exhibits  in  Home  Economics; 
twenty-seven  schools  entered  the  Declamation  contest,  while 
seven  schools  sent  Art  exhibits.  Sixteen  teams  played  in 
the  tournament. 

In  1927,  twenty  schools  were  represented  in  music; 
eleven  schools  sent  Home  Economic  exhibits;  twenty-three 
schools  were  represented  in  the  speech  contests,  and  four- 
teen schools  sent  Art  exhibits.  Fifteen  teams  played  in  the 
basket  ball  tournament,  one  district  winner  failing  to  send 
a  team. 

In  1928,  twenty-seven  schools  were  represented  in 
music;  twenty-two  sent  Home  Economic  exhibits;  twenty- 
three  schools  were  represented  in  the  Speech  contests,  and 
five  schools  sent  Art  exhibits.  Sixteen  teams  played  in  the 
basket  ball  tournament. 

In  1929,  each  district  was  represented  by  its  basket  ball 
team,  and  in  addition  to  these,  there  were  sixteen  schools 
represented  in  the  Speech  Contests;  twenty-two  schools  in 
the  Music  Contests;  eight  schools  in  the  Home  Economics 
Contest,  and  five  schools  in  the  Art  Contest. 

In  1930,  thirty-seven  schools  sent  four  hundred  sixteen 
students  to  participate  in  Play  Day.  Three  schools  were 
represented  in  Art;  fifteen  in  Home  Economics;  twenty- 


three  in  Music,  and  seventeen  in  Speech.  There  were  six 
hundred  thirty-seven  visiting  students  and  chaperones  tak- 
ing part  in  the  various  contests. 

AIMS  OF  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL  CONTESTS 

The  program  of  Alabama  College,  in  addition  to  its 
courses  leading  to  the  A.B.  degree,  includes  the  five  special 
fields  represented  by  the  contests  in  Home  Economics,  Art, 
Speech,  Music  and  Physical  Education. 

These  subjects  have  not  been  given  full  recognition  by 
the  high  schools  of  Alabama,  and  yet  they  are,  for  the  young 
women  of  the  State,  perhaps  more  important  than  some 
general  courses  that  they  take.  Alabama  College  feels, 
therefore,  that  if  it  is  to  serve  the  State  in  the  fullest  way 
it  should  seek  to  promote,  not  only  on  the  campus  but  also 
in  the  high  schools  of  Alabama,  interest  in  these  special 
fields  whose  importance  in  the  development  of  the  young 
women  of  the  State  is  recognized  by  all. 

For  a  number  of  years  there  has  been  a  High  School 
Athletic  Association,  but  until  the  tournament  at  Monte- 
vallo  in  February,  1923,  no  provision  had  been  made  for 
the  Girls'  Tournament.  Alabama  College  felt  that  the  re- 
sponse to  the  basket  ball  contest  the  first  year  indicated 
that  other  contests  of  a  more  serious  nature  would  likewise 
be  a  success,  and  feeling  that  it  should  encourage  interest, 
not  only  in  athletics  but  also  in  the  serious  matters  of  school 
'life,  the  other  series  of  contests  were  provided  for  in  the 
plan,  and  the  initial  success  of  these  proved  beyond  ques- 
tion that  there  was  a  need  in  the  State  for  them  and  that  in 
time  such  a  meet  might  become  an  important  educational 
event  in  the  State.  Not  only  would  it  stimulate  the  high 
school  students  throughout  the  State  to  excellence  in  their 
particular  fields,  but  in  bringing  them  together  to  measure 
their  work  and  to  meet  with  students  from  all  over  the 
State  it  would  be  not  only  delightful  but  broadening  and 
helpful  to  them  as  citizens  of  the  State. 

Furthermore,  bringing  them  together  in  a  college  town 
where  they  may  enjoy  for  a  few  days  the  associations  of 
college  life  opens  up  many  avenues  of  opportunity  to  hun- 
dreds of  girls  who,  otherwise,  would  not  know  of  the  ad- 
vantages of  college  life  and  who  would  not  be  inclined  to 
continue  their  preparation  for  life's  work. 

The  interest  manifested  already  in  the  various  con- 
tests seems  to  warrant  the  hope  that  the  three  days  of  con- 
tests may  become  annually,  as  the  contests  are  perfected, 
the  most  important  event  educationally  in  the  lives  of  the 
young  women  of  the  State. 

ENTERTAINMENT 

Since  Alabama  College  believes  that  it  is  serving  all  of 
the  State  educationally  in  a  most  important  way  and  along 


the  lines  laid  out  for  the  college  by  its  founders,  it  has  agreed 
to  care  for  the  board  and  lodging  of  the  contestants  in  the 
various  meets  during  the  three  days  set  apart  for  this  event. 
The  only  expense,  therefore,  to  the  high  schools  of  the 
State  in  sending  their  students  is  the  railroad  and  taxi  fare 
to  and  from  Montevallo. 

The  students  in  attendance  at  Alabama  College  consider 
it  an  opportunity  for  service  to  the  State,  and  most  gen- 
erously make  room  for  their  friends  by  crowding  together 
for  the  two  nights,  and  many  of  them  give  up  their  pleasures 
to  assist  in  the  dining  room  and  on  the  campus  to  make 
those  who  come  enjoy  the  occasion  to  the  fullest. 

The  people  of  Montevallo  likewise  join  in  the  spirit  of 
welcome  and  do  everything  in  their  power  to  entertain 
visitors  who  might  like  to  come  on  that  occasion.  A  spirit 
of  hospitality  and  welcome  pervades  the  college  and  town, 
and  it  is  believed  that  the  students  from  the  various  schools 
who  have  attended  the  contests  during  the  past  eight  years 
will  agree  that  the  stay  here  was  delightful  and  profitable. 

MEMBERSHIP  IN  CONTESTS 

Any  high  school,  whether  public  or  private,  accredited 
or  non-accredited,  can  participate  in  all  the  contests  except 
that  schools  taking  part  in  Play  Day  must  hold  membership 
in  the  State  High  School  Athletic  Association.  There  is  no 
fee  required  for  entering  the  contests. 

All  exhibits  displayed,  and  all  individuals  entering  any 
of  the  contests  whether  it  be  Art,  Athletics,  Home  Eco- 
nomics, Music  or  Speech,  must  be  approved  by  the  High 
Schools  they  are  to  represent.  All  contestants  must  be  bona 
fide  undergraduate  students  of  the  high  school  represented. 

THE  BIRMINGHAM  NEWS'  CONTRIBUTION 

The  success  of  the  tournament  during  the  past  eight 
years  has  been  due,  to  a  great  extent,  to  The  Birmingham 
News  and  members  of  its  staff.  At  each  of  the  Inter-High 
School  Meets  of  former  years,  the  prizes  have  been  donated 
for  the  Basket  Ball  Contests  and  for  the  Home  Economics 
Contest  by  this  newspaper.  In  addition  to  these  prizes,  a 
fifty-dollar  prize  has  been  awarded  to  the  winner  of  the 
Speech  Contest  by  The  Age-Herald.  This  newspaper,  more- 
over, has  always  sent  special  correspondents  and  feature 
writers  to  the  tournament  who  have  given  of  their  time  and 
efforts  toward  making  the  tournament  a  success. 

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  GOVERNING  CONTESTS 

GENERAL 

A  school  or  individual  desiring  to  enter  any  of  the  con- 
tests must  file  with  the  General  Chairman  of  the  Inter-High 
School  Meet  an  Official  Entry  Blank.     These  blanks  may 


be  secured  by  writing  directly  to  the  General  Chairman, 
W.  J.  Kennerly,  Montevallo,  Ala. 

ART  CONTEST 

It  is  hoped  that  there  may  be  special  interest  in  the 
Art  Contest  this  year.  All  high  schools  offering  art  courses 
and  high  school  students  who  are  doing  individual,  creative 
work  are  urged  to  send  exhibits. 

The  following  regulations  will  govern  the  Art  Exhibit 
to  be  held  at  Montevallo,  April  7,  8,  9,  1932. 

1.  All  exhibits  must  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Chairman  of 
the  Art  Section  on  or  before  the  afternoon  of  April  6, 
1932. 

2.  All  work  must  be  mounted  on  card  board  22x28  inches. 
The  color  of  the  card  board  may  be  selected  by  each 
school,  but  must  be  uniform  for  that  school. 

3.  A  trophy  will  be  awarded  for  the  best  single  entry  of 
an  individual,  and  another  trophy  for  the  best  all-round 
exhibit  from  any  one  school. 

4.  All  work  submitted  for  the  contest  is  limited  to  that 
done  between  April,  1931,  and  April,  1932. 

(a)  No  school  can  compete  for  the  general  prize  with- 
out submitting  at  least  four  of  the  features  outlined 
below. 

(b)  All  work  must  be  original.  No  copied  work  will 
be  accepted. 

(c)  As  oil  is  too  difficult  and  expensive  a  medium  for 
high  school  use  (except  in  craft  work)  pictures 
executed  in  oil  may  not  be  submitted. 

(d)  A  school  sending  an  exhibit  should  place  on  top 
in  the  box  containing  the  exhibit  an  inventory  of 
all  articles  therein,  and  should  enclose  a  return 
label  for  box. 

ENTRIES 

1.  Clay-modeling,  or  designs  for  tiles,  book-ends,  etc. 

2.  Posters,  cards,  booklets,  books,  or  designs  for  book 
pages,  and  book  covers — any  medium. 

3.  Original  design  applied  to  a  textile,  stencil,  wood-block, 
batik,  etc. 

4.  Representation.  Drawing  or  painting  of  fruit,  flowers, 
trees,  animals,  the  human  figures,  or  any  still  life.  In 
judging  these  drawings  and  paintings,  composition, 
form  and  arrangement  on  the  sheet  will  be  considered 
— any  medium. 

5.  Illustration  of  stories,  or  imaginative  subjects. 

6.  Designs,  in  color,  for  interior  and  furniture. 

7.  Picture  study  note  books.  These  books  must  be  neatly 
written  or  printed,  have  margins  spaced  correctly,  with 
prints  of  the  picture  studied.  If  the  note  books  are 
made  by  the  students  they  may  be  entered  under  2. 
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8.  Basketry  of  raffia,  pine  needles,  etc.,  without  gilding. 

9.  Wooden  toys,  bird  houses,  furniture,  or  the  designs  for 
these  objects. 

10.  Other  craft  work.

ATHLETICS 

(Third    State-wide    Play    Day) 
Thursday,   April   7,    1:30   P.    M.-Saturday,    April   9,    8:00   A.   M. 

An  invitation  to  attend  State  Play  Day  is  extended  to 
all  girls  who  will  have  had  approved  since  last  State  Play 
Day,  April  9-11,  1931,  their  application  for  both  a  school 
and  a  state  award  (1500  points),  made  by  the  Point  Sys- 
tem of  the  State  High  School  Athletic  Association,  and 
also  to  all  graduating  Seniors  who  will  have  had  approved 
since  last  State  Play  Day  their  application  for  a  school 
award  only  (1000  points).  Only  girls  who  have  not  grad- 
uated from  high  school  and  who  are  attending  Junior  and 
Senior  High  Schools  which  are  members  of  the  Alabama 
High  School  Athletic  Association  are  eligible  to  attend. 

All  applications  for  awards  should  be  sent  to  Mr.  Sel- 
lers Stough,  Secretary  of  the  Alabama  High  School  Athletic 
Association,  Box  1425,  Birmingham,  Alabama.  The  appli- 
cations of  those  who  expect  to  participate  in  the  State  Play 
Day  must  be  approved  on  or  before  March  29,  1931.  Also 
it  is  required  that  the  official  registration  sheet  giving  the 
names  of  and  other  information  concerning  the  girls  who 
are  to  take  part  in  Play  Day  reach  Mr.  Stough  on  or  before 
March  31,  1932.  This  information  must  be  signed  by  the 
principal  of  each  school  sending  representation.  No  regis- 
tration will  be  accepted  after  that  date.  The  registration 
form  given  in  the  back  of  this  bulletin  or  a  similar  one  is 
to  be  used. 

Each  girl  is  expected  to  bring  tennis  shoes  and  some  kind 
of  suit  suitable  to  play  in  outdoors,  such  as  bloomers  and  a 
blouse.  Though  not  required,  each  is  urged  to  wear  on 
her  suit  her  Point  System  emblem. 

Play  Day  will  officially  open  with  a  general  meeting  at 
1:30  p.  m.,  in  Palmer  Hall.  Each  girl  should  be  in  Monte- 
vallo in  time  to  secure  her  room  assignment  before  this. 
At  3:00  p.  m.  all  Play  Day  participants  must  come  to  the 


gymnasium  for  assignment  to  teams.  There  will  be  a  camp 
supper  Thursday  evening,  leaving  campus  at  4:00  p.  m. 

For  Friday's  program  games  will  be  chosen  from  the 
following  list:  Captain  Ball,  Long  Ball,  Soccer  Baseball, 
Tenniquoit,  Rope  Jumping,  Basket  Ball  (for  Senior  High 
School  girls  only),  Volley  Ball,  End  Ball,  etc.,  also  a  stunt 
track  meet,  including  relays  and  pyramids.  Challenges 
in  individual  stunts,  which  are  included  in  the  Point  Sys- 
tem, may  be  given  and  accepted  during  the  Play  Day  by 
anyone  present.  A  list  of  acceptable  stunts  will  be  sent  in 
a  later  bulletin  to  each  school. 

All  games  will  be  played  according  to  rules  found  in 
Spalding's  Official  Rules  for  Women,  in  LaSalle's  "Play 
Activities",  or  in  Hillas  and  Knighton's  "An  Athletic  Pro- 
gram for  High  School  Girls".  In  basket  ball  the  first  new 
method  suggested  on  page  53  of  the  1931-32  Basket  Ball 
Rule  Book  will  be  used. 

On  Friday  evening  there  will  be  a  supper  for  all  visiting 
Girls'  Point  System  Directors,  at  which  time  the  Point  Sys- 
tem will  be  discussed.

HOME  ECONOMICS  CONTEST 

Again  this  year  the  State  Department  of  Education, 
Montgomery,  Alabama,  is  cooperating  with  Alabama  Col- 
lege in  the  Home  Economics  section  of  the  Inter-High  School 
Meet.  A  supplementary  leaflet  will  be  issued  to  this  bul- 
letin which  will  be  sent  to  all  of  the  High  Schools  in  the 
State. 

Inquiries  regarding  this  contest  should  be  sent  to  this 
office. 

MUSIC  CONTEST 

Eligibility:  Any  regularly  enrolled  undergraduate  stu- 
dent in  a  senior  high  school  in  the  State  of  Alabama,  who 
is  in  good  standing  and  under  twenty-one  years  of  age,  is 
eligible  to  register  for  the  contest.  Students  of  the  instruc- 
tors in  the  School  of  Music  of  Alabama  College  are  ex- 
cluded. Membership  is  not  required  in  any  organization 
other  than  the  High  School. 

Entry:  Application  should  be  made  to  the  general  chair- 
man of  the  Inter-High  School  Meet,  Mr.  W.  J.  Kennerly, 
and  an  official  blank  obtained. 

Theory  examination:  As  an  aid  to  teachers  in  developing 
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a  more  scholarly  approach  to  the  study  of  music,  an  ex- 
amination in  elementary  theory  will  be  required.  This  will 
be  based  upon  the  first  fifty-three  pages  of  Gibbon's  Cate- 
chism of  Music  published  by  Theodore  Presser  Co.,  1712 
Chestnut  St.,  Philadelphia. 

Two  of  the  Seashore  tests  in  musical  talent  will  be  given. 
No  preparation  is  possible  for  these  tests.  Both  the  theory 
and  the  Seashore  tests  will  be  included  by  the  judges  in 
their  decision. 

Performance:  The  solo  performance  section  of  the  con- 
test will  use  an  "assigned  Composition"  and  a  "choice  com- 
position". The  latter  is  to  be  selected  from  the  list  ap- 
pended. 

Group  performance,  both  vocal  and  instrumental,  will 
be  introduced  into  the  contest  this  year.  Trios,  quartets, 
and  larger  ensembles  may  be  used.  Schools  will  be  sep- 
arated into  three  groups,  each  group  to  compete  within  its 
own  membership.  "Group  A",  to  consist  of  schools  enrolling 
one  thousand  or  more  students;  "Group  B"  enrolling  be- 
tween two  hundred  and  one  thousand  students;  "Group  C" 
less  than  two  hundred  students. 

The  variety,  number,  and  excellence  of  the  ensembles 
belonging  to  a  school  will  be  the  basis  of  the  award.  "Sight 
singing"  may  also  be  included  as  part  of  the  contest.  Fur- 
ther details  may  be  had  by  addressing  the  State  Chairman 
for  Music,  at  Montevallo. 

Aim  of  the  Contest:  The  aim  of  the  contest  is  the  dis- 
covery of  superior  musical  talent.  To  this  end,  evidence  of 
the  appreciation  of  the  musical  elements,  together  with  their 
proper  coordination,  will  be  valued  above  mere  technical 
agility. 

It  is  the  further  aim  of  those  organizing  the  contest  to 
stress  that  form  of  music  in  which  the  great  majority  of 
present  High  School  students  might  participate  with  the 
greatest  pleasure  and  profit  when  in  later  life  they  have  be- 
come members  of  a  community  with  home  and  community 
demands  upon  their  time  and  efforts.  Group  participation 
in  music,  besides  being  good  training  in  team  work  for  the 
future  citizen,  affords  the  mature  individual  musical  and 
social  pleasure  which  his  limited  time  for  practice  makes 
impossible  in  the  field  of  solo  performance.  While  solo 
study  is  essential  to  ensemble  participation,  the  ideals  of 
group  work  must  be  developed  from  the  beginning  if  they 
are  to  function  in  the  adult. 

Judging  of  the  Contest:  Participants  in  the  solo  contest 
will  be  concealed  from  the  judges.  Evidence  of  musician- 
ship, not  mere  technical  display,  is  to  be  valued.  As  an  aid 
to  both  teacher  and  pupil,  the  following  analysis  of  the 
basic  musical  elements  is  offered; 

Points  to  be  valued  in  performance  and  their  definition : 

Rhythm — Adequate  basic  pulsation  suited  to  character 
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of  composition  and  to  the  means  of  performance.  Accel- 
erandos,  ritards,  and  rubatos  consistent  in  variation. 

Phrasing — Figures,  phrases,  and  larger  elements  of 
structure  made  sufficiently  vivid  to  support  consistently  the 
character  of  the  composition. 

Dynamics — Climaxes  of  phrase,  section,  and  whole  com- 
position with  contrasts  and  gradations  suited  to  character 
of  composition. 

Artistic  Unity — Coordination  of  all  elements  inspired  by 
conception  of  composition  as  a  unity  of  emotional  purpose. 

Diction  (Vocal) — Unrestricted  projection  of  song  in 
moderately  sized  auditorium  so  that  context  is  fully  grasped 
by  auditor  even  in  passages  of  technical  and  emotional 
intricacy. 

Intonation  (Vocal,  Strings,  and  Wind) — No  deviations 
of  a  disturbing  nature. 

Quality  of  Tone — Tone  suited  to  character  of  composi- 
tion, varied,  and  produced  fluently  even  under  technical 
and  emotional  stress. 

PRIZES  AND  DONORS 

Alabama  College  offers  one  $50  scholarship  for  each 
of  the  four  solo  contests — organ,  piano,  violin,  and  voice. 
This  scholarship  is  applicable  to  the  student's  tuition  in  the 
regular  sessions  of  the  School  of  Music  of  Alabama  College. 
The  scholarship  may  not  be  awarded  in  a  given  contest  if 
there  are  less  than  three  contestants  and  it  will  not  be 
awarded  unless  the  proficiency  of  performance  in  a  contest 
meets  with  the  approval  of  the  judges  and  the  music  chair- 
man of  the  Contest. 

The  selection  of  a  winner  based  upon  the  addition  of 
the  judges'  arbitrary  figures  often  results  in  injustice  in 
close  contests  and  often  defeats  the  aim  of  the  contest.  Good 
sportsmanship  in  a  contest  demands  that  "we  pace  one  an- 
other on  the  road  to  excellence".  To  this  end  the  claimant 
for  the  scholarship  will  be  decided  in  the  following  manner: 

The  judges  will  select  for  the  finals,  two  or  more  con- 
testants who  through  examination  and  performance  in  the 
preliminary  hearing  demonstrate  the  possession  of  superior 
musical  talent.  In  the  finals  the  judges  will  rank  the  con- 
testants. This  ranking  will  indicate  the  order  of  claim  upon 
the  scholarship.  Not  later  than  August  1  the  individual 
ranked  No.  1  must  give  written  notice  to  the  President  of 
the  College  of  intention  to  use  the  scholarship  the  following 
September.  Should  No.  1  elect  not  to  use  the  scholarship 
it  will  be  offered  to  the  next  in  rank  through  the  list  until 
one  is  found  who  desires  to  make  use  of  it.

THE  SPEECH  AND  PLAY  PRODUCTION 

CONTEST     ■ 

This  section  shall  be  divided  into  the  following  classi- 
fications : 
A.  Speech 

1.  Reading 

a.  Dramatic 

b.  Humorous 
B. 

1.  Speeches,   extemporaneous  in  type,   on  the  subject 
listed  in  regulations. 

2.  Debate. — Subject  listed  in  regulations. 
C.  Plays. 

REGULATIONS 

Limitations:  Each  school  is  allowed  one  contestant  in  Dra- 
matic Readings;  one  in  Humorous;  one  in  Speeches;  one 
cast  in  plays ;  two  teams  of  two  each  in  debate. 

Eligibility:  Only  bona  fide  girl  students,  undergraduates, 
pursuing  a  course  toward  graduation  may  enter  the  con- 
test, and  of  Senior  High  School  ranking. 

Selections:  Readings  and  plays  must  attain  some  standard 
of  merit  or  distinction,  and  must  be  memorized.  Plays 
must  be  one  act. 

Time:  Readings,  not  over  ten  minutes;  Plays,  not  over 
thirty  minutes;  Speeches,  not  over  five  minutes;  debate, 
twenty  minutes  to  each  side. 

Registration :  The  names  of  the  entrants,  together  with  the 
names  of  the  school  they  are  to  represent,  should  be 
in  the  hands  of  the  chairman  two  weeks  before  contest. 
The  names  of  plays  and  number  in  the  cast  should  be 
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included ;  also  names  of  readings  together  with  informa- 
tion as  to  class,  Dramatic  or  Humorous. 

Any  help  needed  in  getting  up  properties  for  plays 
must  be  in  our  hands  early. 

Two  schools  cannot  enter  the  same  play.     The  right 

to  present  goes  to  the  first  school  registering  the  title. 

Preliminaries:  Where  the  number  demands,  preliminaries 

must  be  held  the  first  two  days. 
Basis  of  Judgment:  Readings  will  be  judged  on  articulation, 
pronunciation,  voice,  platform  ease,  poise,  delivery  and 
interpretation. 

The  plays  will  be  judged  on  the  basis  of  acting,  in- 
cluding pantomime  and  speech;  stage  craft,  including 
costuming,  properties,  and  adjustments  to  settings  avail- 
able ;  and  choice  of  play.  Acting  will  count  fifty  per 
cent;  staging  thirty  per  cent,  and  choice  of  play  twenty 
per  cent. 

Speeches  will  be  judged  as  readings,  also  content, 
organization  and  construction. 

Debate  will  be  judged  as  is  customary. 
Awards:  No  award  will  be  made  if  work  falls  below  an 

acceptable  standard. 
Prizes :  A  fifty  dollar  scholarship  in  Speech  at  Alabama  Col- 
lege will  be  given  the  winners  of  the  reading  contests. 
A  medal  will  be  awarded  the  winner  in  the  speaking 
contest  and  a  cup  to  the  winning  play  cast. 

SPECIAL  REGULATIONS 

The  subject  for  Speeches  will  be  "Unemployment 
Insurance". 

The  subject  for  debate  will  be  "Chain  Store  System 
Is  Detrimental  to  the  Best  Interest  of  American  People". 

Play  Production:  The  settings  cannot  be  elaborate  and  all 
plays  will  have  to  have  curtains  as  background  as  the 
changing  of  scenery  would  be  difficult  to  manage.  The 
size  of  the  stage  is  quite  adequate  to  take  care  of  any- 
thing that  is  not  too  unusual.  Intricate  and  effective 
lighting  can  be  accomplished.  Properties  that  are  nec- 
essary and  too  large  to  bring  may  be  procured  here,  pro- 
vided notification  is  made  the  chairman  of  this  depart- 
ment at  least  three  days  in  advance. 

Round  Table  Discussion:  Last  year  a  most  enjoyable  meet- 
ing was  held  where  Judges,  Directors,  and  Alabama  Col- 
lege Dramatic  faculty  discussed  problems,  weaknesses, 
possibilities,  and  exchanged  helps.  We  hope  for  a  larg- 
er representation  this  year  and  the  development  of  a 
permanent  organization. 
A  faculty  representative  from  each  school  is  asked  to 

attend.     The  meeting  is  open  to  any  others  who  desire  to 

attend.
